suit of the Russians halted after the 
battle of Mukden.

' and More Generous Ideal Than 


the Present One.

bers'of the'graduating class spoke in 
part ^as follows:

"Men are easily misled as to their 


own welfare. 
Their selfish impulses 


are too many, and the view offered 
to them too narrow, for a wise con- 
clusion. 
They spend their money for 


that which is not bread. 
Thej fall 


below the mark at which they should 
have aimed, and have at times aimed. 
It a man puts foremost his own wel- 
fare, his sight is quickly blurred-, and 
he is compelled at length to confess 
that he did not know the good thing 
•when' it was offered to him. He may 
even fall into the deeper -pit, that 
nothing is truly good. 
Let him put 


foremost the welfare of all, and irn- 
medfately the' fog clears away, the 
lov of vision is more and more his. 


' Solution for Sodial Problems 
"How quickly the social questions 


which' now perplex us take on a sim- 
pler form and disclose lines of ad- 
vance when we sec them in the light 
of good will. The road may still be 
a-long ono to the Kingdom of Heaven, 
but we know the road. 
The race 


question loses. its perplexity and its 
Irritation. 
The contentions between 


classes disappear. 
"We see at once 


and understand that the .laboring class 
must have a new and more generous 
deal in the Kingdom of Heaven. 
We 


cease to defer it; we commence that 
better time. We should be ashamed 
to offer ourselves at the Kingdom of 
Heaven, so many hands empty and 
ours so full of the- , things, we had 
grasped. The various forms of pros- 
perity, our own, another's, • begin to 
be marked at their true value. It will 
still bo possible for .us to err, ytet 
nothing is plairier to us than, the con- 
ditions of good fellowship. Even our 
own selfishness may help to- disclose 
these; for what we desire, that we 
know others may 'as well desire. , We 
shall never fall into that darkness in 
•which we pursue only onr own wel- 
fare, thoughtlessly trampling 
under 


foot the welfare of others. 
If you 


find daylight in this world of obscur- 
ity it will be the light which filters 
down from the • air. above, from the 
one great luminary of good will. 
It 


is said, you -remember, of the New 
Jerusalem: There is .no night there. 
You will most rapidly approach this 
realm of light by keeping foremost 
tn'o Kingdom ;of Heaven. 


Must Get Clue of Life 


"You will 'also work out an exper- 


ience, your own experience, under.the 
highest ideas applicable to it. You 
will not be forever darkening coun- 


1 eel with empty words, and putting 


your own shadow between yourselves 
and the world' you are to study and 
understand. It is a great thing to 
get the clue of life, the interpreting 
Idea under which its riddles are to 
be read. Why should not life be to 
you insight, 'knowledge, vision, with 
all the glory of colors falling upon it. 
The very gist of evolution is that the 
world Is a system, a harmony of 
forces with each other. But'this uni- 
ty must rise into a moral unity, the 
concord of man with mail; As. long 
as there is conflict in this upper air, 
there will bo storm's oh all beneath. 
You must find the harmony, of the 
•world in your own experience, if you 
find It at all. There alone you can 
understand it and feel it. If the world 
is a synthesis, moving forward to 
the completion of every part in every 
part, you cannot afford to handle it, 
or work out your own lives in it, un- 
der any other idea. 
Your w.ealth is 


your own manhood, but your Man- 
hood finds expression toward 
your 


fellow men. You will need to draw 
to-yourself strength, adequate labors 


• anil suitable rewards in human life, 


where they exist, and this is to seek 


. the Kingdom of Heaven. 


"Such an experience, so wrought 


out, will' lead you to have a just val- 
uation of. the world. Think not light- 
ly of yourselves, think not unworthily 
of your fellow men, remembering that 
truth and goodness and love find ex- 
pression in .them and become in them 
the common wealth of us all. Strife 
and division are self robbery and the 
robbery of others. 
The Kingdom of 
s Heaven, like1 the New Jerusalem, is 
open on all sides on the north, the 
east, tfie south, three gates, that ev- 
ery one, each from his own region, 
may flnd his way into it. 
Solitary 


confinement is the extreme of punish- 
ment. Why should we lock up our- 
selves within ourselves, 
when 
our 


fellow men are created for us and. we 
for them. Wherever man pitches his 
tent, there is a refuge for UB, and 
some refreshment of mind and heart. 


"The Kingdom of Heaven teaches 


you the nobility of life. 
We cannot 


isolate it and so enrich it, we must 
by means of it, enter into all 
the 


world and live wherever living things 
are. Why should we-betray ourselves 
in this matter and that too with pain- 
ful toil, as if we hafl found the true 
road to wealth. Belong to the King- 
dom; that the Kingdom belong to you. 
If .there is any good appropriate it, 
for it is your inheritance. The archi- 
tect looks over the stones prepared 


- 
for a building. These, he says, will 
do for the surface; they- satisfy the 
eye. These will fill in the inter spac- 
es, and' this refuse can be 
carted 


away. 
God's temple of humanity, is 


being built. Find a place in it. Do 
not cast yourselves out of -it as too 
angular, fragmentary, friable, for any 
service. 


"You have spent bright days here 


In gathering knowledge. Let-not this 
light be extinguished, this .memory 
become painful because so .contradict- 
ed by your later experience. 
Tho 


world, the true world, your world, is 
being built. 
It calls you, and its 


deepest call is the Kingdom of Heav- 
en, where all good things a.nd good 
men are gathered; where the coher- 
ence of pleasure with pleasure, truth 
with truth, aspiration with aspiration, 
is embodied as the fullness of all rev- 
elation. 


Ideals for the Professions 


"Your discipline here 
may 
have 


been directed to a mastery of physi- 
cal things. If so, it- is much in order, 
because the earth is the Lord's and 
the fullness thereof. Yet do not, like 
one'of our own anthracite kings, think 
yburselves God's viceregents to di- 
vide and apportion His gifts.

Where Janesville Stands According to 


Number of Students She 


Sjnds There. 


Some interesting statistics 
have 


been compiled in regard • to the num- 
ber of students entering .the univer- 
sity from the 
various 
accredited 


schools 'of Wisconsin and the adja- 
cent states. 
The compilation shows 


that there are thirty schools that sent 
five or more students-to the univer- 
sity during the current 
year. 
O£ 


these -twenty-four are Wisconsin-high 
schools; .two academies in this state, 
three Illinois high schools, and one 
Iowa high school. The Madjson high 
school heads the list with "58. The 
three Milwaukee schools 
together 


sent 72. La Crosse and Sheboygan 
rank next with 1C each and Janesville 
and Racine were each represented by 
13. • Of the accredited schools outside 
the state, Rockford, HI;, sent 7 stu- 
dents' this year; Davenport, la., 6; 
Hyde Park, 111., and Oak Park, 111., 
each 5. 


Similar statistics have been com- 


piled covering the past four .years. 
They.show 4S schools, that have sent 
a total of more than .ten students dur- 
ing the four years from 1901 .to 1904. 
In this list Madison also leads with a 
total of 232, an average of 58 stu- 
dents a year. 
East Division high 


school, Milwaukee, is second on the 
list with S3, an average of 21 a year; 
West Division, Milwaukee, third, tot- 
al 79, average 20; South Division, 
Milwaukee, fourth, total 61, average 
15; the whole number from Milwau- 
kee schools, 223, average a year, 56. 
Janesville sent 34, with a yearly aver- 
age of S or 3. 
Evansville has con- 


tributed 14. 


From the new university catalogue 


just published have:also been compil- 
ed statistics in regard -to the place of 
residence of the students 
attending' 


the university this year. 
The table 


shows that there are 44 cities in Wis- 
consin that are represented by ten 
students or more. Madison heads the 
list with 395, hut since this number 
includes many students who register 
from Madison because they take up 
their residence there when they be- 
gin the university course, it does not 
represent accurately the real number 
of students from that city. Milwaukee 
is second on the list with 286. -La 
Crosse is third with 42, Racine fourth 
with '37. Eau Claire fifth with 
31, 


Janesville sixth with 29. Sheboygan 
seventh with 26, and further down is 
Evaiisville with 21.

At present the receipts are coming 


in at a rate of about ?250,000 a day in 
excess of the expenditures. This will 
.bring the deficit down to about $23,- 
000,000 for the year if the receipts 
continue to corae in'at the present' 
rate. 


By many officials and members of 


Congress the condition of the treas- 
ury is regarded as the most important 
matter before the administration, and 
It will undoubtedly be considered so 
at the next session of the 
national 


legislature. 


The majority in Congress is op- 


posed to any change in the customs 
laws that will in any way tend to a 
general 
readjustment 
of 
tariff 


schedules. , .-— 


Plan to Increase Revenues. 


The Senate committee was author- 


ized shortly before the close o£ the 
last regular session to' meet during 
the summer recess and consider some 
plan of increasing the revenue. Sena- 
tor Aldrich, chairman of the commit- 
tee, has been away in Europe for some 
time, but is expected back soon. It 
'is hardly probable that he will call 
the committee together now until the 
latter part of September, or possibly 
not until October. 


The income of customs is estimated 


for the year at about $263,000,000,- be- 
jng the largest amount ever collected 
except in 1903, when such 
receipts; 


were unusually large, owing to the 
excessive imports caused 'by our in- 
ability to meet the demands of the 
home markets.

That the brewers 
are rfully aware of this is.shov... by 
the campaign they have already.start- 
ed to avert just such .legislation. A 
tax or $1 a barrel on beer would just 
about wipe out the deficiency o£ ?30,- 
000,000. At the recent meeting of the 
brewers at Atlantic City this threat- 
ened revenue measure was fully dis- 
cussed and plans made to defeat it. 


Coffee Tax Is Suggested. 


It has been charged-.that the sug- 


gestion for the tax on coffee came 
from the brewers. As there are over 
9,000;000 pounds imported into the 
United States annually a -three cents 
duty would bring in not less than ?25,- 
000,000. 
A tax on coffee would not 


make a popuar issue around campaign 
•times, as -It would arouse the cry of 
putting a tax on the poor man's coffee 
pot. 
Still it is 'being urged that the 


consumer would have to bear a com- 
parative small share of this tax and 
further that such, a tax would tend to 
.encourage the production of coffee in 
our possessions, the Philippines and 
Port\j Rico. 


Th6.se who arc opposed to the sug- 


gestion, of taxing coffee 
are 
using 


much the same argument in favor of 
putting back the tax on beer. 
The 


consumer would not feel it in any 
way, they say, and beer at 5 cents a 
glass would Gear a tax of $1 a bar- 
rel without anyone suffering a hard- 
ship.

stamp tax be' restored:

THE CONTROL OF MOROCCO 


A Subject "Which. Is Straining Diplo- 


matic Relations Among 


European Powers. 


For a long time past the ambitlona 


of the French, British and Spanish 
ha.ve clashed in Morocco. France de- 
sires to control northwestern Africa, 
but Spain has. interests in Morocco, 
and the British have long objected to 
the extension of the boundaries of 
French Algeria to the west About a 
year ago, says Youth's Companion, an 
agreement was made, between Great 
Britain and Franca, under which the 
British 
virtually consented 
to 
a 


French protectorate -over Morocco, but 
on what terms has not yet been dis- 
closed. 


In these negotiations the sultan of 


Morocco was. not consulted. Indeed, 
the announcement that 
the agree- 


ments had been made surprised the 
cabinets of Europe. 


Last March France, in pursuance of 


the treaty, asked the sultan to agree 
to a plan under which tie should deal 
with foreign powers through French 
agents. Before he had replied to the 
demand the German emperor visited 
Tangier and made a speech, in the 
aourse of which he said that he would 
always deal directly with the sultan, 
and would not allow any other power 
to act as an intermediary, as he rec- 
ognized the sultan as an independent 
sovereign. He wished to protect the 
commercial rights of Germany4 
The 


emperor instructed his minister to 
negotiate a treaty which should secure 
to "Germany all the privileges enjoy by 
the most favored nations. 


It is useless to predict the outcome 


of this refusal of Germany to recog- 
nize,the right of the French to assume 
a protectorate over Morocco, but it 
!s likely that, the disagreement will 
be settled through ordinary diplomatic 
channels rather than by an appeal to 
force.

Washington, June 19..—TJvere.is con- 


siderable difference of opinion among 
officials of the administration over the 
question of modifying the Chinese ex- 
clusion law. Secretary of War Taft 
holds liberal views on this subject 
and the fact that he gave forcible ex- 
pression to them in' a recent speech 
In .Ohio causes many to believe that 
ho voiced' President Roosevelt's opin- 
ion. 
Taft, it is said, is too good a 


friend of the president to embarrass 
him by tactless talk on any subject. 


In his speech Secretary Taft de- 


clared that the present Jaw was* un- 
just and that it would, be foolish to 
continue it in force and thereby cause 
a boycott of American products in 
China to the -groat detriment of the 
whole of the United- States. 


Differs With Labor Leaders. 


The sentiment 
o£ western labor 


leaders concerning Chinese exclusion 
is well known .to everybody in Wash- 
ington, and the fact that while in that 
section Judge Taft took occasion to 
say hard things of their pet measure1 


Is regarded as an indication that the 
president has made up his mind .to 
defy the labor vote of the Pacific 
coast and the west generally in an ef- 
fort to bring about, a more equitable 
metho'd of dealing with Chinese enter- 
ing this country, .which would inevi- 
tably result in good to American in- 
dustries. 


Secretary Tail's opinion; which was 


shown- to be the 
president's 
also, 


through a recent order issued to im- 
migration officials directing that the 
exchjs-lon law.be. liberally construed, 
clashes with the pronounced anti- 
Chinese views of Secretary Metcalf of 
the department of commerce and' la- 
bor. 
As a member of congress 'Mr. 


Metcalf was instrumental in enacting 
the present stringent Chinese exclu- 
sion law, andi he is known to share 
the sentiment of the Pacific coast 
against the presence of Chinamen in 
this country. 


Metcalf Enforces Law. 


It is Secretary Metcalf. who directs 


the enforcement of the existing law, 
and he unhesitatingly proclaims that 
it is not rigidly enforced as far as 
students and merchants are concern- 
ed. He says the trouble is that the 
Chinese resort .to' duplicity and de- 
ception in claiming to belong to the 
class allowed to enter and that care 
i's necessary. 
. 
. 


The construction of the law is In 


the hands, of the head of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, and It is 
claimed by southern cotton mill men 
and others who are seeking to have 
the enforcement of the law amelior- 
ated that. Secretary Metcalf coi;ld do 
much to soften' the wrath of the 
Chinese if he felt so disposed. 


Secretary Metcalf has taken the po- 


sition that no relief to the Chinaman 
can be expected except through an act 
of congress. 
He has .virtually dis- 


missed the appeal of -the 'manufac- 
turers with that statement. 


Secretary Taft has indicated'that 


both 
congress 
and 
the executive 


branch of the government can do 
much to make the Chinese, think more 
Uindly of this country.

The operations of England's poor- 


tax bill, designed for the relief of 
the poor of all classes in England and 
Wales, as reported to the state de- 
partment Tjy United States 
Consul 


Swalra at Southampton, show that 
during the last half of 1904- there was 
expended "in maintenance'" $7,972,790; 
for "out relief," ?7,699.740; making a 
total of $15,672.530. an 
increase of 


$440,000, as compared with similar ex- 
penditures 
for the. 
corresponding 


period of 1903. In addition to the sum 
named the cost for care of insane 
poor, in asylums, was $5,754.510, for 
the same half year; or a general total 
of $21,457.040 for the half year. 
For 


th.e year trie charge' easily 
reaches 


J43..000.000. 


On.July 1, 1904, the number of per- 


sons in England and Wales in receipt 
of poor relief (excluding pauper luna- 
tics) was 754,046, an increase of 24,- 
804 over the number on the corre- 
sponding day in 1903. 


"This plan," says Consul Swalm, 


"of maintaining the children of the 
p00r—or such as may be in the poor 
houses'or 'unions'—in cottages and 
homes of that character, is happily 
finding a very general adoption, no 
less than 12S 'unions' now maintain- 
ing the children away 'from the pau- 
perizing effects of poorhouse associa- 
tions. The county of London paid out 
72 cents per head of its .population for 
the half year on poor account."
